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LESSON OF TONKIN 
It is a requirement and a co nditio n o f 
the nuclear age that natio ns which hav e 
great po wer must act with co rrespo nding 
restraint. Tho se who hav e nuclear weapo ns 
at their co mmand—and thus no tably the 
United States and So v iet Russia—hav e an 
o bligatio n to limit resfx x nse to the fo rce 
necessary to co unteract ho stile actio n. 
The United States has thus far admir­ 
ably measured up to this requirement in 
So utheast Asia. This applies in general to 
o ur ro le there, and specifically to o ur co n­ 
duct under No rth Vietnamese attack in the 
Gulf o f To nkin. 
When U. S. destro y ers 
were attacked, o ur respo nse was to repulse 
the attackers. When the attacks were 
resumed, o ur respo nse was to hunt them 
do wn and to destro y their bases. 
Bey o nd that we sho uld no t go . In an o ut­ 
right war, the o bv io us nex t step wo uld be 
to bo mb Hano i and carry the ho stilities ag­ 
gressiv ely into No rih Vietnam. 
But this 
is no t a war, in the usual sense o f the wo rd. 
No r is o ur po sitio n in So uth Vietnam, ho w­ 
ev er v ague when co nsidered in simple 
military terms, quite as ambiguo us as is 
o ften suppo sed. 
That po sitio n was again clarified by Am­ 
bassado r Stev enso n in his address to the 
U.N. Security Co uncil. “ We want no thing 
mo re and no thing less,” he said, “ than the 
assured and guaranteed freedo m o f the 
peo ple in that area.” This is o ur mo tiv e in 
So uth Vietnam, and in So utheast Asia gen­ 
erally . And as Stev enso n so po intedly 
no ted, when agreements made y ears ago 
at Genev a are ho no red, then peace will re­ 
turn to that tro ubled regio n and we will 
gladly bring o ur fo rces back ho me. 
In the meantime, bo th Stev enso n and 
President J o hnso n hav e serv ed no tice o n 
the Co mmunists that tho ugh o ur missio n 
is peaqe we will no t shrink fro m crack­ 
ing do wn o n aggressio n. That was the mes­ 
sage o f the actio n in the Gulf o f To nkin.

Bu lging of Artery Wall 
Seriou s Near Brain Base 
By W AYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M I). 
Newspaper Enterprise Assn. 
Q—W hat cau ses aneu rysm of the circle of 
Willis? 
Is it seriou s? 
Is there any age limit? 
A—The aneury sm is a bu lging of the wall of 
an artery and is u su ally dqe to a developmental 
weakness bu t it may also be cau sed by some types 
of infection. 
Becau se the circle of Willis is a part 
of the arterial system at the base of the brain, 
an aneu rysm in this location is seriou s. 
When 
the ou tpou ching becomes very large it is apt to 
ru ptu re, especially in persons who have a high 
blood pressu re. 
This disease is rare in children and common­ 
est between the ages of 35 and 65. 
If the victim 
su rvives a first hem orrhage from this type of 
aneu rysm, he is very likely to get recu rrences. 
A 
su rgeon can prevent recu rrences in some cases by 
tying oil the carotid artery in the neck or going 
into the blain itself and removing the aneu rysm. 
Q— I had m y ovidu cts tied off nine veals ago. 
Is it possible for the tu bes to fu nction again so 
that I will become pregnant? 
A— It is possible for the tu bes spontaneou sly 
to become open again after several years of being 
tied. 
How this happens is not

It burned into the trunk 
20 feet from the top of the 250- 
foot giant and fire fighters used 
helicopters to drop w ater and 
chem icals on the blaze.
